Fries, ol North 
Caroliaa, rtpreseotinjf tbe gold Demo- 
cratic aentiojient of the tioutb; T. J. 
Buah, of Alabam^ and Judge H. S. Tuy- 
lor, ut Indiana, representing the middle 
western, tiecreiary Guge was also pre? 
ent» accompauifd by the Solicitor of the 
Treasury. 


Mr, Eimunds waa Lhe Urst speaker. 


He said that the fimdHTnenial uriacipie 
which the commission had felt WAS to be 
considered in e^tabli^hin^ a stable cur 
reocy waB, tir-t to know what the stan- 
dard of value m this country i*, and is to 
be. 
Many believed, and he was one of 


these, thi t it was impossible to huve 
more Ehnn one siaoddrd of vsdue. 


Mr. Kdtuunds referred to theixp^n- 


«*nce of tb« great nations of ihe world, 
all show inn, be said, that a etn/le htwn- 
dard meant Btubihty and safety, while 
leaai attempts at double staudnid mean 
disaster uud panic.

monetary standards were uo more sub- 
ject to gcvernment.l control thai] tht 
tides and winds, ll waa a natural aud 
economic operation between individuals 


which each sought the best. 
Governoients had adopted stanJurda 


already in existence and thus serving 
the convenience ol the people, but the} 
bad never created a standard. When a 
governmeDt sought to make a standard, 
It merely interrupted the natural law 
and em bar raised natural exchangee. It 
was no more possible for a law to ignore 
this tact of a natural standard than to 
ignore tne existence of electricity. Mak- 
ing a thing a legal tender gave it DO in- 
herent value. 


Continuing, Mr. Edamnds said that 


he and bis associates1 bad come to the 
conclusion that the tirst priuciple on 
which to base a currency was to have 
one standard; that gold is the best 
standard becauseJt is the most stable of 
all standards pf value, subject to the 
least fluctuation from year to year. Tnis, 
however, did not exclude the id*a of 
bimetallism for it did not exclude the 
ase of silver or any other metal to tbe 
Largest extent ,that they could be main- 
tained on an equal it 3' with the one fixed 
and invariable; standard of gnld. Tbat 
conclusion was reached, he said, with no 
prejudices, no private political consider- 
ations, but solely from the conviction or 
those of tbe commission representing 
tbe various sections of the country. 


Mr. Edmunds then to* k up the propo- 


sition of the comtutaaiOQ'o bill proposing 
retirement of United States notes, 


and urgiag thU on tbe lines of the com- 
mission's report. He closed with a strong 
appeal for «ar!y action. Tbe best t Jun- 
to rectify financial evil?, he aisid, was in 
time of peace and prosperity* 


Aa Mr. Edmunds was to be engaged m 


tbe supreme court tomorrow and be 
J that the committee propound tbe 
questions today, Representative 
Cox 
(Dem., Tenn.) propounded a serif s of 
questions intended 10 brin^ out tbut the 
trfleot of the Uilt would he to convert all 
debta Into gold obligations. 
Mr. Ed- 


munds answered that it would convert 
every govern meet obligation except a 
few of minor furm into tfold obligations. 
He stated broadly tbat the tttect would 


be tu make all United Slates obligations 
payable in j£oli). 
But aa to private obli- 


gations between citizens he answered in 
the negative, saying tbat a proviso In the 
corouulasiou'd bill declared "that notbir^ 
herein contained shall be construed or 
held to afiVct the present legal tender 
quality of the silver dollar or the aut- 
etdtaiy or minor coins or tbe paper cur- 
rency of the United States." 


Mr. Cox insisted, now ever,, that tbe 


logical eflect of compelling silver to be 
ki pi at a parity 
with gold was to con- 


vert til obligations, public and private, 
into gold obligation?. 


On this polut Mr. Edmunds and Mr. 


Cux differed widelv and were not able to 
reconcile their vku i. 


Mr. Edmunds said the caiBmission rep- 
resented tbe convictions of commuait'es 
widely scattered and bad presented iis 
mature conclusions to Congress. 


Mr. Walker said tne committee appre- 


ciated tbe efforts of tbe committee and 
of Secretary Gage la seeking to remedy 
current conditions, fie allied If the bill 
was designed to change the legal tender 
quality of the standard lilver dollar.
